GENEVA—(XP)—Ardent advocates of 


the League of Nations frankly are per- 
turbed about the effect upon the or- 
ganization of the Italian-Ethiopian 
conflict. 


Some of them admitted last autumn, 


when sanctions were beinjj imposed 
upon Italy at the aggressor, that the 
League might survive or slowly perish 
in accordance with the way it handled 
the problem. But in those days Rome 
was hinting about resigning from the 
League. Now the organization is fac- 
ing another of its bugaboos, a fait ac- 
compli. 


Within recent years it has faced oth- 


er situations of that ilk. The Japanese 
severance of Manchuria 
and Jehol 


from China, the abrogation of the Ver- 
sailles treaty provisions against re- 
armament of Germany and Hitler's 
military re-occupation of the Rliinc- 
Innci. 


Mnnchoukuo Fiasco 


For the erection of the puppet state 


of Manchoukuo, Japan was .solemnly 
rebuked and the snmc thtatt happened 


V when the nails revealed German re- 


Hrmamcnt. But Manchoukuo exists, 
albeit "unrecognized" save by the Re- 
public of Salvador, and German sen- 
tries patrol the right 
bank of the 


Rhine. 


There have, however, been several 


definite political successes in League 
history. Most recent were the squelch- 
ing of the bitter dispute between Yu- 
goslavia and Hungary growing out of 
tho 193-1 assassination of King Alex- 
ander of Yugoslavia, and the handl- 
ing of the Sanr plebiscite which pre- 
vented that district from continuing 
as a bone of contention between 
France and Germany. 


Tlie League also credits itself with 


helping solve the dispute between 
Peru and Colombia over the little 
Amazon settlement of Leticia and wild 
aiding in bringing an end to the Gran 
Chaco war between Paraguay and Bo- 
livia. 


It looks back further to n Grecian- 


Bulgarian dispute in 1925 when it sent 
a commission of neutrals to the scene 
which promptly ended the quarrel. 
Also in 1923 the League, in collabora- 
tion with the allied council of am- 
bassadors, settled conflict growing out 
of Italian occupation of the Greek isl- 
and of Corfu. 


Geneva Initiative 


In its early days the League accom- 


plisded what is considered a perfect 
example of successful Geneva initia- 
tive by settling ownership 
of the 


Aaland Islands as between Sweden 
and Finlond. By June, 1920, this dis- 
pute had, become acrimonious and 
Finnish troops were in the archipel- 
ago. The League recognized Finnish 
sovereignty over the 300 islands but 
arranged to conserve the cultural and 
political rights of their 26,000 Sweclisd 
inhabitants. Then a convention was

tion, is doing his scientific best, to re- 
tain the title he won last year at the 
Chicago Livestock Exposition.

"King," has established a two-acre 
"laboratory" on his 393-acre farm. Tin- 
rich land has ben planted with his 
own strain of white corn, two varieties 
of yellow maize, and twelve hybrid 
strains obtained from the laboratories 
of Purdue university. 


Tho two-acre experimental plot is 


in addition to 60 acres of land dedicat- 
ed to growing Lcntz's regular crop, 
which he hopes will total 2,000,000 ears.

Believes in Test Tubes 


The "corn king" is pushing his ex- 


periments in test tubes as well as 
furrows. Since January lie has been 
testing his soil with, his own equip- 
ment designed for the job. LenU's 
only child, Thomas Carr, 5 years old, 
whose ambition is t obecomc "a corn 
king just like my daddy," is an ar- 
dent assistant soil tester. 


Lentz made it clear that he is not

He was born in San Francisco 59 


years ago, studied law, but deserted 
he bar for the stage.

Subsequently, he played more than 
50 roles, none of them important. He 
named Rose O'Bryne, an actress, In 
1900.

Traveling Salesman 


"After the earthquake in San Fran- 


cisco, I got a horse und buggy nnd 
drove around selling cement to build- 
ers. Back in New York conditions 
were even worse. In 1909 I went with 
the old Edison Film Co. as a director. 
We were producing the original Rex 
Beach pictures then." 


He toured the world with the Giants 


and White Sox in 1913-14, in charge 
of the motion pictures. He was the 
first person to get movies of the late 
King George, during a game between 
the American teams in London in 1914.

In 1919 there was a wide search for 


an actor to portray Abraham Lincoln 
in John Drinkwater's great play of 
that title. McGlynn heard about it, 
applied, and won the role. It was the 
peak of hie- career, for he appeared 
on Broadway for two solid years, and 
later on the road. 


Fresh from that triumph, he came 


to Hollywood, and has managed to 
hold exclusive scren rights to Lincoln 
impersonations ever since. 


He's pretty lucky, he admits, be- 


cause there are 84 other recognized 
impersonators 
scattered 
about 
the 


country, and they all have tried to 
crash the movies.
